a tech mi que for puzzles 

Like many family historians working on 
eastern North Carolina ancestors who lived in the 
1600s through the early 1800s, ten years ago I 
became frustrated trying to identify mine. The 
various spellings of Chesson-like last names, and 
the custom of naming children for fathers, 
grandfathers, mothers, grandmothers, queens of 
England, plus the shifting county boundaries and 
the scarcity of public records, all created a 
massive puzzle. I had encountered Chason, 
Chaston, Chastone, Cheaston, and Chesson, to name 
a few. 

In 1991 1 took the 35 to 40 references on my 
shelves for Perquimans, Pasquotank, Albemarle, 
Chowan, Tyrrell, Washington, Martin, Onslow, and 
other counties, and checked them for all the 
Chesson-like entries that could be found. Each 
listing was then entered into a single document in 
my computer, quoting the detail of that entry, 
date of event, and referencing its source and page. 

The result was over 800 separate notes with 
various spellings of "Chesson." There were also 
many first names, plus names of spouses, children, 
and siblings. 

An indexing program allowed me to sort those 
entries in several ways and to find any selected 
two words within a given number of words such 
as "Samuel" within ten words of "Priscilla." I 
sorted first names - John, James, Roger, Mary, 
Elizabeth, - and rearranged each of those sorts 
chronologically. Then I analyzed each separate 
first name listing to determine whether there 
were one or more persons of that name living at 
the same time and whether it seemed reasonable 
to assume relationships. For example, what spousal 
names appeared in those citations? When was 
there a death, marriage, deed, or court case? 
What other names were connected with the same 
events? This provided a way to separate different 



people with the same first name regardless of how 
the last name was spelled in the records. After 
studying these I found some entries that did not 
seem to belong ("Chester" for example) and some 
last names that seemed to vary with time but that 
appeared to apply to the same persons or their 
heirs. Using this analysis, I then put together 
families with some assurance that these were 
appropriate connections. 

It would be even better to augment the above 
technique by "following the land," and there are 
computer programs that will aid in plotting land 
grants, deeds, and the like. Information about the 
acquiring, selling, deeding, subdividing, and willing 
of land often can resolve confusion in 
reconstructing families and determining relatives. 

However, to do that research requires access 
to many documents (best done using NC Archives, 
Raleigh), and is not feasible for me in Arizona. 
This technique of collecting large numbers of 
citations for a particular surname and then sorting 
the results can be a solution to an otherwise

Motes from the Editor 

Many of you have already discovered 
marriages and many other records online; I had 
started transcribing marriages some years ago and 
after discussion with WC£S officers, decision was 
made to include in the newsletters. If you have 
questions, corrections, etc., let me know.
